Women depositors at the First National 
bank will have to call in person or sign a 
form request for check books in the future— 
a precaution that is being taken to prevent 
petty forgeries of women's checks that have 
occurred in great numbers during the year. 

“We intend to educate the women.“ de- 
clared James R. Forgan, president of the 
bank, yesterday. It has been exceedingly 
easy to get check books in the past—éo easy, 
in fact, that the books are left carelessly 
lying in the house- where a servant or agent 
can easily pick them up. This is the way we 
account for the many forgeries of women's 
checka—forgeries that are not large but cause 
us all ¢ sorts of trouble.” 

Accounts for most women are opened either 
by a husband or father, acoording to Mr. 
Forgan. The depositors are seldom seen by 
bank omeals. Maide or chauffeurs or mes- 
ssengers are sent for blank check books. The 
bank has just sent an announcement to all 
women depositors informing them politely of 
the new order.

“I am certain the woman peisoned Me- 
Donald,“ he said. I realise I am open to 
Censure for having made a mistake in the 
case. I signed the death certificate, giving 
alcoholism as the cause. It had not looked 
hke delirium tremeta, but I thought it best 
not to start anything I could not finish. 

“I failed to order a post-mortem enam 
nation, which I have since felt sure would 
have resulted in the discovery of poison in the 
stomach. I hope the body will be exhumed 
now. for I am certain traces of strychnine will 
be found. 

“On Sept. 238, 1001, I was called to Me- 
Donald's house while on my way to answer 
a hurry call. I found him in bed and te 
all appearances in nearly a normal condi- 
tion. His pulse was weak and I gave. hin 


‘medicine, telling his wife I would return. 


She said her husband had severe convul- 
sions, but I could see no cause for worry. 


Wife Blames Liquor. 

In a short time I returned and was in- 
formed McDonald had died in another con- 
vulsion soon after I left. My questions to 
his wife brought out the fact that he had 
been Arinking heavily. , 

“I searched the room in wich the body 
lay for something which might have con- 
tained poison. I never had seen a case of 
alcoholism in which the patient died in the 
second convulsion. There were other indica- 
tions that poison had caused death.“
